sought after, is far less nutritious than what 
is termed middlings or unbolted flour. The 
nutritious ingredients of tfie grain—the 
wheat phosphates and gluten—are removed 
to obtain the desired whiteness. Dr. Henry 
McCormac, an eminent physician of Belfast, 
Ireland, in some interesting remurks on the 
subject, says: “What I want to see everj- 
where is the preparation of whole meal 
bread, with the bran-gluten and the bran- 
phosphate, so all essential to good bread and 
the nurture of our flesh and bones. But I 
do not think that the working classes, to 
whom it is so important, w ill ever take to 
it fully until set the example by the more in¬ 
structed classes.”

—The Overland China Mail says: •• Several 
ladies, bent on missionary efforts, were brought 
out a few months ago by the ship Lammer- 
muir, and settled at Hangchow, under the 
auspices of a Mr. Taylor. I'his happy family 
has, we learn, exploded. The ladies were re¬ 
quired to dress in Chinese costume and to eat 
Chinese chow-chow, and rebelled against both 
edicts. The former proceedings drew down 
on them unfavorable notice from the Chinese, 
and the latter disagreed with their constitu¬ 
tions. l’hey have accordingly removed to 
Ningpo.”

The reward of §1000 offered for the apprehen¬ 
sion of the West Auburn (Me.) murderers, 
will not be paid, as the State Courts have de¬ 
cided that a town has no right to offer a re¬ 
ward for the detection of a crime or of crim¬ 
inals, and that in such cases only the Gover¬ 
nor and Council are authorized to act.

Suicide of a Woman by Laudanum. —Mrs. 
Wilson, wife of Frank Wilson, keeper of a 
boarding house in Hartford, died on Friday 
morning from the effects of taking laudanum. 
No cause is assigned for the act. 

Elopement. —Major Dexter G. Reed, of 
Newport, N. H., eloped on the 4th inst., with 
a young daughter of Mr. Uriah Hall, of that 
town, leaving in Newport a wife and child, 
and a large number of unsatisfied creditors.

The Way They Do in Texas.— Disorder 
still Teigns in Middle Texas, and murders and 
robberies ure of daily occurrence, the perpe¬ 
trators being unreconstructed rebels. A sin¬ 
gle illustration will suffice:—A man by the 
name of Hass had some fre>-dmcn in his em¬ 
ploy. A bell was lost from one of his oxen. 
He charged the negroes with stealing it. They 
denied taking it. He made them pay for it; 
but not satisfied with this, he took with him 
his brother, rode to the negro quarter, where 
they found two negro men and two women 
sitting together, drew their revolvers, fired 
upon and killed one of the men and one of 
the w omen, and shot the other woman through 
the breast, injuring her severely. The fourth 
party escaped death by flight. The Hasses 
rode home, and a tew days after this exploit 
they w ent over to a neighboring Justice ot the 
Peace and demanded un investigut ; . u, which 
resulted in their discharge. 

Money Found. — A few days ago while John 
Weason w as picking berries in the woods at 
Boston Corners, he saw something hidden un¬ 
der.a rock which looked like a box covered 
with moss. John examined it closely and 
found it was a box, und on opening it found 
§5000 in silver pieces in Spanish coinage.— 
Among the number were five hundred Spanish 
dollars done up in a bag, on w hich was some 
w riting, but so destroyed that it was illegible. 
None of the pieces bore a date later than 1808. 
The tinder has been living for several years 
past from hand to mouth, working at odd ; 
jobs in the sunfmer, and in leisure time pick- j 
mg berries. 

The Liquor Question in Connecticut.— 
The Connecticut Senate has referred the liquor 
license bill to the next legislature, and, recon¬ 
sideration having pussed on the mutter, it can¬ 
not be brought up again next year.

On his death¬ 
bed, when asked if he wished a priest, he re¬ 
plied : "No; iny dog died a day or two aga r 
and was buried ; that was the end ot him, anil 
so it will be with me!”

—On .Saturday evening a son of 
Andrew Jackson, at Hudson City, N. J-, was 
charged by his mother with stealing twenty- 
five cents, and the father on chastising him 
hud only struck the second blow wheu the 
boy sank down and almost immediately ex¬ 
pired. The boy was hut nine yeais old. The 
grief of the father is intense at the fatal resuit 
of what he intended for the boy’s reformation. 
A diversity ot opinion exists as to whether 
death ensued from the severity of the blow or 
was the result of thc sudden terror which 
seized thc buy, as no marks ol violence were 
visible. 

Premature Burial. — A French paper, the 
Journal del Pontalier, relates a case ot prema¬ 
ture interment. During the funeral of a young 
woman at Montflonn,w ho had apparently died 
in an epileptic fit, the grave digger, after hav¬ 
ing thrown a spadeful of earth on the coffin, 
'thought he heard a moaning from the tomb, 
the body was consequently exhumed, and a 
vein having been opened, yielded blood almost 
warm and liquid. Hopes were tor a moment 
entertained that the young woman would re¬ 
cover Irom her lethargy, but she never did so 
entirely, and the next day life was found to bo 
extinct. 

Recovering.— The Rev. William II. Greene, 
the Litchfield (Ct.) wife poisoner, who escaped 
some time ago und cut bis throat when he was 
re-arrested, is recovering. A day or two ago 
a woman appeared at Litchfield claiming to bo 
his wile, and was so recognized by him. It 
is supposed that she is a woman whom he 
married at Utica, N. Y., in June, since thc 
death of his former wife, whom he is accustd 
o: poisoning. 

Beecher for President. —A correspond¬ 
ent of the Troy (N. Y.) Times nominates the 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher for the Presidency.
